A request for filing an "RCE" received on 1 1/06/03 have been entered as paper number 
10 in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 10 and 12-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tagnmi (5,339,118). 

Tagnmi in figures 1-5 teaches a display device that shows picture frames 
containing a light sensing region and a light emitting region scanned by a laser beam for 
each picture frame displayed in the presence of an applied electric field (see figure 5) 
such that an amplified amount of carriers flow compared with those generated by the 
laser.
